Alabama Electric Co-Op 
Gets OK To Use Plant 


A ruling by the U, S, 
Supreme Court recently 
has settled a seven-year- 
old legal battle and paved 
the way for the operation 
of a $12 million steam gen- 
erating plant in Washing- 
ton County on the Tombig- 
bee River. 

Alabama Electric Coop- 
erative was favored in the 
ruling against the Alabama 
Fower Company in a 
dispute over Alabama El~- 
ectric’s construction of a 
new plant near Jacksonand 
a total of $20 million ex- 
pansion and modernization 
program, 

Beginning in 1962, Ala- 
bama Power Company 
fought the modernization 
efforts by the cooperative 
and, although they lost in 
lower courts, carried the 
legal battle all the way to 
the U. S, Supreme Court, 
The Supreme Court in late 
December refused to hear 
the case further, 

Alabama Electric had 
won the approval of the 
state of its new plant, won 
a decision in U, 5S, Dis- 
trict Court in montgomery 
and had that decision up- 
held last year by a U, S, 
Circuit Court of Appeals 
at New Orleans, Alabama 
Power had objected toAEC 


making long-term con- 
tracts with its members to 
provide them wholesale 
electricity and had tried 
to claim the contracts were 
in violation of anti-trust 
regulations, 

Alabama Power ate 
tempted to clock con- 
struction of the new steam 
plant and to void the con- 
tracts between Alabama 
Electric and its member- 


owners. Alabama Electric & 


is an electric cooperative 
which generates andtrans- 
mits wholesale power to 
rural cooperatives, towns 
and industries and has its 
headquarters in Andalusia, 
Alabama Power Company 
is a public utility com- 
pany which is a subsidiary 
of the Southern Company 
which has its headquarters 
in Atlanta, Georgia, 

The new steam plant 
and expansion are fin- 
anced through a loan from 
the Rural Electric Ad- 
ministration, The REA ad- 
ministrator had approved 
the loan to Alabama El- 
ectric giving his reasons

Synthetics have developed 
real social significance over the 
past few years.

Alabama peanut farm- 
ers have voted by an over~ 
whelming majority of 96. 
$2 per cent to continue a 
self-finance program of 
promotion and research for 
another three-year period, 
including the 1971 crop. 

Results of the December 
referendum were an- 
nounced by the Alabama 
Feanut Producers Asso- 
ciation, which is certified 
by the State Board of Ag- 
riculture as the agency to 
administer the 5 cents per 
100 pound voluntary as- 
sessment, first approved 
by the growers in 1958, 

The referendum was 
conducted in the peanut 


growing area composed 
principally of Barbour, 
Bullock, Butler, Coffee, 


Conecuh, Covington, Cren- 
shaw, Dale, Escambia, 
Geneva, Houston, Montyo- 
mery, Pike and Russell 
Counties, ;
